_ tiality and Irjuſtice in the Election of Parliament-Men, both 
by Sheriff, and by the Returning- Officers in Borongbs. In 
Ayleſbury in Buckinghamſhire, the Return was made by 35 
Conſtables; and it was believed, that they had made à Bar- 
in with ſome of the Candidates, and then managed the 
Katter ſo, as to be ſure that the Majority ſhould be fer the 
| Perſon, to whom they had engaged themſelves. —And when 
theſe Matters came to be examined by the Houſe of Com- 
mons, they gave the Election always for m, who was reck- 
oned of the Party of the Majority, in à Manner as Burr. cel 
that wy were ſcarce out of Countenance, when they were 
charged for Injuſtice in judging of Elections. It was not 
eaſy to find a Remedy againſt ſuch a crying Abuſe, of which 
all Sides in in their I urns, as they happened to be depreſſed 
had made great Complaints, but when they cùme té be the 
Majority ſeemed to forget all. At laſt the Action was 
brought againſt Villiam White, and the other Conſtables of 
Ayleſbury by one Matthew Afbby, who had been always ad- 
mitt d to vote, but was denied it in the laſt Election This 
Action was tried at the A/fzes; the Fury found that the Con- 
ſtables had denied him a Right of which he was undoubred!y
